London. — Industrial revolution In 


Great Britain was averted almost at 
the last moment Friday when the 
triple alliance withdrew its support 
of striking1 coal miners. 


Declaring the miners were wrong in 


refusing to reopen negotiations with 
colliery owners, railway and transport 
•workers called oft their sympathetic 
strike, scheduled to begin at 10 p. m. 


The decision came after hours of 


suspense. At one time all hope of 
peace was lost. Premier Lloyd George 
appeared before the house of commons 
to announce that the miners had re- 
fused to reopen negotiations on the 
terms suggested last night by Frank 
Hodges, their secretary. It was be- 
lieved then that the general strike 
could not be averted. 


Thirty minutes later It was an- 


nounced that the triple alliance had 
rescinded its strike call. This left the 
miners fighting alone for their de- 
mands. 


These were regarded as more politi- 


cal than industrial. Miners asked that 
mining profits throughout the nation 
be pooled and that a national wage 
board be instituted. 


The miners demanded settlement of 


those two demands before discussing 
wages. 
* 


Repudiate Offer 


Secretary Frank Hodges last night 


Informed members of parliament that 
the miners at last were ready to dis 
cuss wages first. On the suggestion 
Premier Lloyd George formally invit- 
ed the men to renew negotiations. 


The premier and colliery owners 


were kept waiting more than an hour 
before the miners repudiated Hodges 
offer. 


Then followed Lloyd George's grave 


announcement in commons and final- 
ly, the dramatic act of the triple al 
liance.

Fighting alone, it was believed the 


miners can not enforce their de- 
mands. The shortage of coal is acute 
and many industries have been shut 
down as a result but the government 
has a host of volunteers who are ex- 
pected to relieve the situation some- 
what

The other two men who were 


hanged were Sam Ferrera and Joseph 
Costanzo. 


They were taken to the scaffold 


previous to Cardinella. Although only 
petty stickup men 
In the criminal 


underworld, they -held their heads 
high and maintained their composure 
until the trap was sprung. They were 
hanged for the murder of Antonio 
Varchetto, bakery proprietor, in a 
holdup. 


United States Winning Its Way 


in Negotiations With For- 


eigrf Nations.

Washington—The United States Is 


slowly winning its way in negotiations 
with foreign governments. France has 
acceded to the American viewpoint on 
the status of the island of Tap and 
there are indications that Japan, 
Great Britain and the other allies will 
fall into line and agree to dispose of 
the controversy by internationalizing 
the island. 


The significance of what Is happen- 


ing, however, does not lie merely in 
the Tap question itself. Something 
broader is involved. It Is the ex- 
pressed willingness of France to be 
the close fnend of America in shaping 
a new foreign policy. Great Britain 
has on more than one occasion since 
the war manifested a desire to work 
hand in hand with America on mat- 
ters of world politics and the Harding 
message to congress is known to have 
provoked informal approval among 
the diplomats generally. 


Secretary Hughes is handling the 


delicate negotiations with splendid 
tact and perseverance. AJthough he 
is not being q.uoted in the newspapers 
every day and Is careful about the 
comments that are authorized for pub- 
lication, he is giving the Washington 
correspondents a rare eiample of 
frankness in dealing with the press. 
Mr. Hughes prefaces his remarks 
usually with the injunction that he is 
not to be quoted but he discusses 
questions with amazing freedom and 
with a clanty that leaves no room 
for misunderstanding. 


His Own Press Agent 
There has been a good deal of 


trouble about press agents and pub- 
licity and propaganda. There will be 
no such trouble under Mr. Hughes. 
Ho is his own best spokesman. He

With the same seal and enthusiasm 
which has characterized his handling 
of big legal problems in the past, Mr 
Hughes tackles each question in di- 
plomacy with a rapidity and thor- 
oughness that have already produced 
a favorable impression throughout 
the national capital. It is not usual 
to find early enthusiasms so quickly 
justified. 


The note from Prance is the first

The 
French have gone further in their In- 
formal oral expressions than in their 
note. They have said 
frankly that 


they didn't think it was becoming of

Rail Labor Board Abrogates 


Working Agreement But 


Orders New Rufos.

Chicago—"Bail workers of tile na- 


tion have won a great victory." 


This was the comment of Bert M. 


Jewell, president of the railroad de- 
partment of the American Federation 
of Labor. Friday, in speaking of the 
decision of the United States railroad 
labor board in ordering working agree- 
ments abrogated July 1 and a new set 
of rules adopted. 


"The decision upholds the principle 


of working agreements," he said. 


"Unlon rail officials are to 'study the 


decision of the board minutely." 


New rules ara^ to be presented to 


the 'board as" qtiickly as they are 
worked out in conference. 


The board on July 1 will bring into 


effect the new agreements* 


The decision ended a drawn out 


fight between employes and rail man- 
agement. Three months ago W. W. 
Atfcerbury, vice president of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad and spokesman of 
the roads, asked that working agree- 
ments be abrogated. Employes bit 
terly fought his application. 


The ruling of the board is consid- 


ered a "middle of the road" decision. 
Atterbnry's application was favorsd 
but a new set of rules must be drawn 
up. 


Rail management declared that the 


rules were costing them close to $300,- 
000,000 a year. 


Part of the decision was a Jctory for 


employers—the board went on record 
as favoring the making of rules for 
the successful operation of railroads.

UP AS WAGES FALL

Now fork—"The value of the dollar 
has increased to such an. extent since 
last June that gradual wage reduc- 
tions up to 30 per cent, at this time, 
merely •eliminate this automatic 'raise' 
which the worker has received." 


This statement was. made in an in- 


terview with the United Press Friday 
by William Loeb, Jr., vice president 
of the American Smelting and Kenning 
company, who was presidential secre- 
tary under Theodore Koosevelt. 


The smelting company is now un- 


dergoing the process of wage and sal- 
ary deflation. 


"Department of labor figures show 


that the purchasing power oC the 
dollar is now $3.2 cents, compared 
with that of 1913," Loeb said. 
"This is an increase of 37 per cent 


over last June when the dollar was 
worth only 46.6 cents. Thus, 
any 


person whose salary or wages have re- 
mained stationery since Jnne have 
really received a 37 per cent 'raise'."

already has brought was a general 10 
per cent reduction in the price of farm 
machinery. Cheaper farm machinery 
means a larger margin for, 6,500,000 
owners who will thus be encouraged 
m the direction of increased produc- 
tion. Larger food production means 
lower prices to the consumer. 


There arr scores of points at -which 
steel prices affect the cost of living 
although the average individual sel- 
dom buys it directly. 


Rents and building costs, now the 


subject of complaint, are directly af- 
fected by steel prices because rails 
and bars are largely used now in con- 
struction work, even in private dwell- 
ings. 


Railroads and street car lines are 


probably the largest single buyers of 
steel. High rail prices increase oper- 
ating overhead and necessitate high 
freight and passenger rate*.

6—Defeat of the discussed universal 


military training plans. Enactment of 
universal training legislation would 
cost the workers scores of millions of 
dollars, league leaders said.

LANSING'S BOOK 


Readers of the accounts of Mr. 


sing's book can hardly fail to get the im- 
pression that the 
former secretary of 


state disapproved 
of everything that 


President Wilson said or did. not only at 
the Paris peace conference but all the way 
back to the date of the fourteen points and 
pven earlier. "Assuming that the secre- 
tary was always right and that his su- 
perior was always wrong." comments the 
Springfield Republican, "still the interest- 
ing question arises as to how long a secre- 
tary of state and advisor to the president 
should cling to his office after he had ful- 
ly convinced himself that he no longer 
had influence with his chief. Mr. ban- 
sing's book affords an extreme example of 
a cabinet minister, consistently condemn- 
ing his chief's course as hopelessly wrong 
from first to last, yet remaining in office 
in order to keep on advising a president 
who had no respect for his judgment and 
-was even suspicious of his motives. Why 
did he hang on month after month, al- 
most year after year, when he knew that 
his chief did not take him seriously?"

Physician and surgeon 
members are Drs. G. T. Hegner, -V 
P. Marshall, D. J. O'Connor and G 
A, Ritchie. 


The active staff consists of all the 


physicians and surgeons in Appleton 
and vicinity whose practice takes 
them into the hospital. Admission to 
the active staff 
is gained on th 


recommendation of its members. Dr 
G. T. Hegner is its chairman. Other 
officers are Dr. D. J. O'Connor, vice 
chairman, and Dr. V. F. Marshall, s 
retary and treasurer.
